‘A BREACH OF ETIQUETTE” 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—I had hoped that your excellent lead- 
ing article dealing with the lamentabie 
breach of etiqaette by the Royal Italian Con- 
sul-General, published in your issue of the 
12th inst., would have been followed by 
equally spirited protests from Government, 
Press and public im all parts of this country. 
Unfortunately, my hopes have been disap- 
pointed. The Government of the Irish Free 
State, so anxious about national liberty at 
home, has had nóthing to say about this 
breach of hospitality; and Nationalist Press 
and public have been almost feariully silent. 
In our case, apparently, that freedom which 
‘‘comes from (God's right hand ' is for home 
use only, It is time, however, that some 
steps were taken to prevent aliens who enjoy 
the huspitality of our country from bringing 
their restrictive political organisations here 
with them. 

One point about Signor Lodo-Fe’s oration 
deserves more attention than its publication 
in our ‘‘ Nationalist “’ newspapers has re- 
ceived. He is reported to have boasted that 
‘“‘Ttaly advocated that solidarity for herself, 
but it was thought fit to bamsh her and re- 
serve instead the solidarity of Europe in 
favour of the black races.” The point about 
this is: Which side in the Abyssinian War 
could be described as “the black races?’ 
The last casualty list published stated that 
out of 1,800 casualties 1,400 were natives; 
ahd many times in the course of thé carhpaign 
reference has been made to -the “' noble 
Askaris.” The Italian invading army was 
mainly black; and where it was not black- 
faced it. was obviously black-hearted rather 
than black-shirted. Europe may have favoured 
the black races; Italy used them for her own 
purposes.

A very unobtrusive obituary notice in 
an American newspaper is all the indica- 
tion that the world has had of the death 
of one of its great humorists of a genera- 
tion ago.

On April 23, 
beloved husband of Margaret C. Abhot. 
Solemn Mass of Requiem at St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral on Monday, April 27, at 10 
o'clock, Burial, Woodlawn Cemetery.’’ Not 
a word to indicate that, in the person 
of the deceased Finley Peter Dunne was 
the creator of that “ Mr. Dooley ” which 
kept most of the English-speaking peoples 
laughing thirty years ago! Possibly—<«o 
evanescent is literary fame nowadays— 
even if the newspaper had mentioned 
“Mr. Dooley ” only a few would have 
understood the reference, Yet everyone 
over forty in Ireland will probably, if 
they jog their memory a little, bring back 
something of the relish with which they 
encountered. Mr. Dooley and his friend 
Hinnissy discussing all manner of subjects 
then topical. New problems and new 
dialects shortened his laughing and wise 
career in American politics, and apparently 
it was not in Peter Dunne’s nature to 
Jearn the new language and the new tricks: 
He served one generation, and was for- 
gotten by the next. 


Stein Bugge 


Those who heard Mr. Stein Bugge speak 
at the recent meeting of the Irish P.E.N. 
Club will be interested to hear that he has 
undertaken the direction of a new play- 
producing society in London. The title of 
the society is the Anglo-Norse Players, and 
its declared purpose is to present to the 
London public a series of plays which 
otherwise they would be unlikely to see on 
the stage. The society commences opera- 
tions this week with Mr. Bugge’s own 
comedy, ‘‘ Too Famous for Words,” with 
a cast of well known London players, 
which includes Miss Olga Lindo. It is Mr. 
Bugge’s intention to remain in London for 
some time, and he is likely to revisit 
Dublin before he returns to his native 
Norway. In Norway Mr. Bugge is known 
as the founder and director of the Bergen 
Drama Festival, which attracts large 
audiences from all parts of Scandinavia, 
and as the producer at several of the 
national theatres. He is the author of 
some ten plays, all written in the anti- 
naturalistic style of which he is the 
originator in Norway. He thinks that 
Ibsen’s naturalistic plays have had too 
great influence in the Norwegian drama, 
and that a return must be made to the 
plays of the poetic Ibsen.

There were many great names—both of 
horses and jockeys—including Persimmon, 
the winner in 1896, who was owned by 
King Edward VII., then Prince of Wales, 
who had another Derby victory in 1900 with 
Diamond Jubilee. The record for 1884 
contains the names of two horses—Sir J. 
Willoughby’s Harvester and Mr, J. Ham- 
mond’s St. Gatien—who dead-heated for 
the Derby of that year. As a souvenir of 
a great race it was interesting, informa- 
tiva and—easily carried.

WESTMINSTER ABBEY

The ashes of Field Marshal Viscount 
Allenby were placed in the Warriors’ Chapel 
of Westminster Abbey yesterday. 

Londoners saw no splendid spectacle—a 
simple hearse brought the casket to the Abbey 
door. But inside the Abbey, where sunlight, 
streaming through stained glass, made 
splashes ot colour on the grey walls, the 
leaders of the nation came to pay homage. 

With ther were many of the men who 
served with Lord Allenby in Palestine—rows 
of medals on their civilian coats. At one of 
the doors stood two Chelsea pensioners, red 
clad, leaning on their sticks, watching the 
representatives of many nations—German grey 
with Iron Cross, Italian green with vivid 
plumes, Admiral’s blue and General’s scariet 
and gold ) 

Behind the white robed singers and 
in gorgeous vestments came Life Guards 
carrying the coffin. upon which rested a Union 
Jack and a Field: Marshal’s hat and baton 
Near it walked Field Marshal Sir Philip 
Chetwode, representing the King, and the 
Dean of Westminster, Dr. Foxley Norris. 

While the bearers placed the coffin upon the 
bier, Lady Allenby a bowed figure in black, 
and other members of the family and friends 
took their seat-.

the Abyssinians, made an impassioned 
protest against the natives’ barbarity in 
this respect. We have no doubt at all 
that the Abyssinians did use soft-nosed 
bullets from time to time, They were so 
badly off for ammunition of any kind that 
they ‘probably used whatever make of 
bullet they were able to secure ; and, in a 
country where ammunition has served as 

a species of currency for generations, few 
questions were likely to be asked concern- 
ing the Hague Convention. If the Italians 
had confined their protests to the conduct 
of the Abyssinians, little or no harm 
would have been done. Their own record 
was so shameful that the World was 
inclined. to be Jenient towards the natives, 
who, after all, are savages, without the 
advantages of that three thousand-year-old 


Í civilisation of which Baron Aloisi spoke so 


Í touchingly at Geneva; but Signor Musso- 


 lini’s propaganda department was not 


content to accuse the Abyssinians. Count 
Ciano and his colleagues were determined 
to expose the perfidy of Great Britain, so 
they hit upon the brilliant idea to inform 
the League of Nations that Abyssinia had 
obtained her “ dum-dum ”’ 
from British sources. A campaign of 
somewhat clumsy propaganda was started 
in the Italian Press. One newspaper, the 
Messagero, actually published photographs 
of a letter from a British firm implicating, 
or seeming to implicate, itself in this 
unholy traffic; and, after a certain amount 
of ‘‘ evidence’ had been collected, the 
Italian Government made a formal com- 
plaint to the League. There was a great 
deal of pother in the pages of Signor 
Mussolini’s muzzled Press. Strenuous 
efforts were made to portray Great Britain 
as the villain of the piece, until suddenly, 
without rhyme or reason, the complaint 
against His Majesty’s Government was 
withdrawn. 

In view of the fact that Italy’s memor- 
andum to the League had been circulated 
informally at Geneva, and had aroused 
widespread interest among the delegations, 
Mr. Anthony Eden decided very properly 
to disclose the facts of the situation to the

It is perfectly obvious that the 
real reason for the withdrawal of the 
Italian memorandum was the fact that 
Signor Mussolini knew that Mr. Eden was 
acquainted with the truth, and that Count 
Ciano’s great exposure was certain to 
prove to be a mare’s nest. The unhappy 
incident now is closed; but Signor 
Mussolini seems to be determined to make 
as much trouble as possible. Nobody 
knows at the moment what is happening 
in Abyssinia, but there are ugly rumours 
of mass executions in Addis Ababa, where 
Marshal Badoglio’s civilising process 
apparently is in full swing. Monsignor 
Jarousseau, the aged and venerable 
French missionary Bishop of Harar, has 
been ordered to leave the country on the 
ground that he has been guilty of anti- 
Italian activities; but he has refused to 
budge from his post, having defied suc- 
cessful'y an expulsion order by the 
Emperor Menelik many years ago. His 
fate now at the hands of Marshal Badoglio 
remains to be seen. In the meanwhile 
Signor Mussolini is forging ahead with his 
plans for a new Roman Empire. Not only 
is he creating a greatly increased militia 
force at home to preserve “the inex- 
haustible warlike spirit of the Blackshirt 
movement and the character of the Roman 
peace,” but he also is mobilising the little 
boys of Abyssinia, with a view, presum- 
ably, to their employment as gun-fodder 

With such a reservoir of 
man-power behind him, Signor Mussolini 
may become a really serious danger to 
Europe’s peace; for he seems to have no 
compunction, and is quite capable of 
starting a war to-morrow if the whim

** Saturation Point ” 


The British Broadcasting Corporation is 
disturbed by the increasing number of 
demands for wireless licences. Its experts 
fear that ‘‘ saturation point ’”’ will have 
been reached before very much longer—the 
point at which there will be no further 
demand for licences, and, in consequence, 
no increase of revenue for the B.B.C. 
This is the more tragic because the B.B.C. 
will be compelled to spend a great deal 
of money in the near future upon such 
elaborations as television, new trans- 
mitters, Empire broadcasting and ex- 
tensions to its headquarters at Broadcast- 
ing House in London. Let us see, how- 
ever, what the B.B.C. means by “ satura- 
tion point.” Its idea is that, with her 
present population, Britain cannot find 
room for more than 10,000,000 licences— 
roughly, one to every four people—and it 
is discontented because this point is being 
approached with dangerous rapidity. In 
1933 the number of licences was 5,536,000 ; 
in the following year it had risen to 
6,506,000; in April, 1935, the total was 
7,055,000 ; last month it had reached the 
very considerable height of 7,644,000, and 
the total revenue was in the neighbourhood 
of £3,750,000. ‘‘ Saturation point ” will 
be reached, according to the experts, about 
1940, when the revenue from 10,000,000 
amount to £5,000,000.

England’s Coast Line 


As the night boat for Dieppe draws 
away from Newhaven one of the most 
striking and picturesque views of Eng- 
land can be obtained. All along the 
coast, for fifty miles in either direction, 
the lights of the coastal towns sparkle 
in a long and almost unbroken chain. 
Brighton and her satellites almost merge 
into Worthing and Littlehampton on the 
west; whle to the east there is a line of 
towns beginning with Eastbourne and 
Hastings, and extending, indeed, far 
beyond the limits of eyesight—round the 
coast through Folkestone and Dover, and 
up as far as the Thames estuary. The 
sight is memorable, and yet, on reflec- 
tion, it is a little depressing. ‘The south- 
eastern coast of England, with its rolling 
downs and its high chalk cliffs, is almost 
“built solid.’’ All the minor constella- 
tions which can be seen from the boat- 
deck are seaside resorts, and, while it 
would be an exaggeration to say that 
Margate is connected with Brighton by a 
continuous ‘‘ promenade, the statement 
would not be so wildly removed from the 
truth as it might seem to be. Year by 
year new seaside towns spring up between 
the older resorts, and in some places the 
line along the coast is virtually unbroken. | 
Lord Crawford and Balcarres, who spoke 
a few days ago at a meeting of the Council 
for the Preservation of Rural England, 
drew attention to this tendency, and pro- 
tested against ‘‘the gradual encroachment 
of these unending promenades.”’ In his 
opinion, the trouble comes mainly from 
the efforts of every holiday resort to 
outdo its neighbour by providing more 
attractions for the tourists, and he feels 
that the time has come when local authori- 
ties should be compelled to recognise a 
‘“‘no-map’s-land,’’ where building would 
be forbidden” altogether. Thus, while 
Ireland tends to pay too little attention 
to the needs of its seaside visitors, 
England seems to be paying almost too 
much.

Mr. Hull was speaking on the occasion 
of the Foreign Trade Week organised by 
the International Chamber of Commerce. 
He called for an end to all discriminatory 
trade practices in favour of reciprocal, 
most-favoured nation treatment, a prin- 
ciple which he was seeking to promote. 
Recalling the collapse of international 
trade in the past six years, and referring 
to the ‘‘ protracted inability of Govern- 
ments to recreate conditions in which it 
can recover,’’ Mr. Hull declared: “ The 
shrinkage of foreign trade has deprived 
of the means of livelihood millions of 
workers who, despite the efforts of their 
Governments to create domestic pros- 
perity in the midst of international 
stagnation, are still for the most parts 
objects of public assstance. 
‘* Increasingly Governments are tempted 
to find relief from the pressure of distress 
at home by recourse to military adventures 
abroad. '' 
Summarising the United States Govern- 
ment’s efforts to regain foreign markets 
through a reciprocal trade programme, 
Mr. Hull said: : 
“The establishment of an effective 
régime of eguality of treatment reguires 
not only that nations should refuse to 
grant preferences in their own markets, 
but also that they should refrain from 
seeking a preferred position in the 
markets of other countries. 
“The pursuit of exclusive advantages 
tends to render it difficult, and in certain 
cases impossible, for a country which 
grants them to extend equally favourable 
and hence non-discriminatory treatment 
to the commerce of all other countries.’’

Mr. Malcolm Macdonald replied that 
the agreements gntered into at the Ottawa 
conference would not terminate at any 
given date, but each agreement continued 
in force unless at any time after February 
19, 1937, six months’ notice of renuncia- 
tion was given by either party. The most 
convenient method of dealing with a ques- 
tion arising out of an agreement which 
any of the Dominion Governments might 
wish to raise was by discussion with the 
Government affected. In the view of the 
United Kingdom Government, it would be 
most appropriate to proceed by the way 
of discussion with individual Governments 
affected as occasion offered, and they had 
brought this view to the notice of the 
Dominion Governments. :
